Mr. Lucking’s plank, after talking 
of the terrors of war and the dere- 
lictions of the Republican party, would 
put this question before the people by 
act of congress: 

“Shall the United States become a 
member of the league of nations upon 
such reservations or amendments to 
the covenant.of the league as the sen- 
ate of the United States, with the ap- 
proval' of the President, may agree 
upon?” 

Representative Henry Rainey of Ii- 
linois has a similar plank which he 
says the congressional delegation has 
agreed to support. After deprecating 
the “‘cowardly attitude of the Repub- 
lican party” and insisting upon di- 
vorcing the problem of -worid peace 
from politics, his plank procceds: 

“In order to accomplish that result 
we hereby accept, until the happening 
of the contingency hereinafter men- 
‘tioned, the results of the election of 
1920 as conclusive as to the entry of 
this nation into the league of nations, 
but we announce that we favor an ad-

The Bratiano brothers turned over 
to their followers other valuable state 
properties two weeks ago. The state 
owns an enormous number of mines, 
forests, fisheries, and the cry was 
raised that the Jews were getting con- 
trol. The Bratianos ‘“ commercial- 
ized” the properties and have given 
them to their followers at bargain 
prices. 

In spite of its majority in parlia- 
ment, the Bratiano government is al- 
most certain to fall in a few days or 
weeks, because it has completely de- 
stroyed the country’s credit abroad by 
the repudiation of debts and the confis- 
cation of foreign property.

Heaton was chief engineer for the con- 
tracting firm of Sargent & Lundy at 
72 West Adams street. He had per- 
sonal charge of the building of many 
of the local power bhcuses of the Com- 
monwealth Edison company. 

Meyers had been more or less of a 
“ne’er do well” during the last few 
years, Heaton said, and he had helped 
Meyers to get jobs, but Meyers could 
not hold them. During this time Mrs. 
Meyers was employed as Heaton’s sec- 
retary. 

Last December Meyers called Hea- 
ton on the telephore and told him to 
meet him at the Northwestern railroad | 
station in Kenilworth. At theo ap | 
pointed time Meyers appeared with a 
black brief case in his hand, it is de 
clared.

Chicago, June 21.—A recent report 
states that deposits in mutual savings 
banks have iticréased 10 per cent [or 
from $6,000,000,000 to $6,600,000,000] ip 
the last year. There is little doubt that 
the present slackness of business ts 
mainly attributable to this fact. Over. 
saving by the general public always 
leads to business depression and unem- 


ployment. 

The present glut of unemployed money 
in our financial centers has caused in- 
terest rates to be repeatedly reduced, 
until at present money is offered in 
New York at from 2% to 3% per cent, 
and our 3% per cent Liberty bonds are 
selling above par. Little of this. cheap 
money, however, will be used to launch 
new productive ehterp-ises or expand 
old ones, unless buying increases... Our 
shoe factories and textile mills are 
operating at less than 70 per cent of 
their capacity, and most other produc- 
tive industries have slowed down. What 
this country needs at present is more 
consumption, .If the money hoarding 
part of the public would quit saving for 
a while and buy useful articles with 
their surplus earnings, business would 
soon be flourishing, there would be em 
ployment for all, and an increased 
amount of wealth would be..pro- 
duced. ‘The long accepted fallagy that 
capitalists, manufacturers, bankers, etc., 
originate prosperity ina country is be- 
ing overcome by the fact that it is the. 
buying public that cause factories te 
be ‘built, and both wealth and wealthy 
men to be created. Without public pat- 
ronage our industrial giants would soon 
collapse, our shrewdest busined’ men 
couldn’t earn a living in bisiness, and 
our self-made men couldn’t make them- 
selves. If everybody were to practio® 
strict economy and buy only the barest 
necessities, soon only the barest nece® 
sities would be produced and we would 
all be equally poor.
